The response with amendments filed 29 December 2003 has been received and entered. 
Claims 9, 1 1, 13-19, 21 and 23-28 have been presented for examination. 

Examiner's Amendment 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or

The application has been amended as follows: 

IN THE CLAIMS: 

In claim 14, at line 4, after "organism" insert — rutoside, --. 

In claims 16 and 17, at lines 1-4, replace "the method . . . organism" with — the organism 
is administered --; at line 4, after "papain" insert - , 10 to 50 mg trypsin --. 

Claims 9, 11, 13-19, 21 and 23-28 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The relied upon art 
recites treating specific diseases which may coincidentally the same as those that can be treated 
instantly by administering the same proteases but does not disclose or reasonably suggest that 
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administering these proteases will reduce the activity of hyperactive T-cells either alone or in 
combination.
